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the acts of terrorism comaitted in Shanghai against the 
Japanese military and civil population during the courss of &. 
1936 have resulted in the augmentation of the personnel of 
the Landing Party in this city. In order to better protect 
the lives of the Japanese resiients «nd to safeguard Ji .unese 
eutabliuhments, the Starf-Liujor of tha tanding Party hus 
desisznated, in various districts, severul Japanese owmed 
buildings to serve as protection and observation posts. These 
posts, in the event of Bino-Jupanose hostilities, wouli also 
be employed as rallying points for the Japanese civil popul- 
ation. 

The following is information that we have gathered on the 
dividgion of the Japanese troops in Ghanghai and a list of the 
main protection postst-

Of the four to five thousemd men garriséned in Shanghai, 
mearly feur thousamd are stationed at Ne. 10 Bast [ .angwan 
Read in the buildings which were constructed after the events 
of 19338. The Staff-Majer ef the Lending Party is to be 
found at this address. The remidemce ef Admiral Dendjire 
G@RKOHOGEE, commander of the treops, is loeated at Ne. 1 Bast 
Kiengwen Need. 

Theece barracks have been wand oa the latest up-te-date 
modera lines, They are previded with gedeunse for war 
materials end munitions, with gagages fer armoured-cars, 
tems, artilliezy, ete....a shert-wave redie station (receiving 
and trenemitting), with several heliograph a ante, 


with + nee eleetric generator.... Further, 
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maintained between the barracks and the Japanese Embassy and 
the offices of the Military Attaches by means of special 
wires. 

According to information, which we havwe not been able to 
verify, the following war supplies were to be found on the 
premises of the barracks at the beginning of December:-

A very spasious building of four stories, thése premises 


are occupied by the Staff-Major of the Landing Party wits 
which arrivedé in Shanghai during September and October,1956. 
Two companies of the Marine's infantry wits are stationed in 
this building. 

On the roof of this building, one or mere machine gun nests 
have been installed. This post is also am extremely fine .
